Dean Welch To Leave TV A, Return To UK 



Dr. FtRnk J Welch, dean of the College of Agriculture. 
Will return "soon. - UK President Frank O Dickey said 
in a statement released Monday. 

Dr. Dickey's statement ended rumors that Dean Welch, 
now serving as a TV A director, would be granted an 
extension of his leave of absence. 

President Dickey's statement said: 

"Dr. Welch and I have discussed his leave of absence 
from his post as dean of thr College of Agriculture and 
Home Economics and director of the Experiment Station, 
and the Executive Committee of the Board of Trustees 
has also been acquainted with the arrangements in 
connection with the return of Dean Welch to the 
University. 

"As has been the case since the leave was granted 
last year, we expect Dean Welch to return. There never

Dr Dickey Indicated that no further action by the 
Board of Trustees would be necessary It had been 
reported earlier that no request had been made to extend 
the leave. 

It has not been announced when Dr. Welch will re- 
turn, but his leave of absence expires Nov. 30. Reports 
say he will require several more weeks to complete his 
business with the TVA. 

Dr Welch was named to the TVA post by President 
Eisenhower He took the oath of office Nov 2.V 19.V7. 
to serve until the Senate confirmed his appointment. 
The UK trustees granted Dr. Welch a leave of absence 
soon afterward. 



The appointment, which was confirmed July 15. 
carrtes a 120 000 a year salary Dr Welch 1 UK 
pays 113.000 a year and includes a residence 

Soon after he became a TV \ board member. 
Welch was named bv the Board of Trwste^s as a eon 
to the Extension Service. < ollege of \ ( n. ulinr»

Dr Welch often returns to Lexington on weekend* 
to meet with UK staff members He frequently addresses

resume his post, but President Dtrkev has maintained 
that he would come bark Dr Dickey said that if Dr. 
Welch had not intended to return he would not havo 
asked for a leave of absence, but would have resigned.

One of the biggest and best in- 
formation sources on the Univers- 
ity campus often goes unnoticed by 
students and faculty alike doing 
research for term papers, projects, 
writing books or "just plain bros- 
inp." 

It s the Microfilm collection in 
the Archives Department of the 
Margaret I, King Library. 

Here, innumerable page* from 
old letters, diaries, and family pa- 
pers of former Kentucky residents 



can be found. One of the most 
important of these is the Gov. 
Isaac Shelby Papers, invaluable to 
Kentucky historians. Gov. Shelby 
was the first governor of the Com- 
monwealth. 

Another important set of docu- 
ments, the Draper papers of Madi- 
son, Wis., also give a detailed in- 
sight into Kentucky history. 

Other microfilms on hand in 
the library are copies of books out 
of print, rare manuscripts, periodi-

UK has too lew campus-wide tradi- 
tions as it is— even with the Patter- 
son statue legend. The color ol the 
Tennessee game, with its traveling 
keg, intense cxt itement and the re- 
cently added holiday, is something 
which needs, we sincerely believe, to 
be preserved. 

The administration, however, feels 

just as strongly that to dismiss classes 
in the face ol the national hoop-la 
OVet educational Standards just be- 
cause ol ,i football victory would 
In ing more censure of UK's supposed- 
ly low academic level. Raising the 
required overall standing to a 2.0 was 
a step forward. Would nurturing the, 
tradition ol taking a clay oil after 
beating another team in football can- 
cel the good effects ol this year's 
c i ac k clow n? 

But the Tennessee game cannot be 
thought ol as just another football 
game— it is THE game. A victory over 
Tennessee and the return ol the keg 
c an justify a losing season. A loss tasts 
a pall on a winning year. 

Last year, the Wildcats, students 
and lans went into the game dis- 



couraged alter a particularly poor 
year. They came OBI alter the upset 
as cocky and pioud as ii the team had 
won every game ol the season. 

The Question ol dismissing classes 
is not so much at stake as is the point 
ol whether keeping the traditions and 
color ol the Tennessee game aio 
worth keeping. Traditions tend to 
build loyalty and create a bond be- 
tween l university and its student 
body. Without them, a university, 
even with the highest academic stand* 
aids, becomes a "diploma mill." 

The national dissat islac lion with 
American education is justified and 
even long past due. Higher standards 
at UK and elsewhere are necessary 
for national sectnitv. However, to 
remedy the situation by making 
Schoob aircl universities cold, antisep- 
tic things by abolishing all traditions 
and a ct i v i ti es Which are not "educa- 
tional," is foolish. 

Faculty refusal ol a holiday follow* 
ing a victory over Tennessee would 

only serve to undermine the tradi- 
tions surr oundi n g the game. Universi- 
ties are made gieat by the loyalty fos- 
tered by tradition as well as by high 
academic standards. The loss of one 
day's class time is not, we believe, too 
high a price foi students oi faculty to 
pay for keeping a long-standing tradi- 
tion viable. 

We urge the facultv to consider 
these facts at their meeting today, and, 
il they leel the tradition is more im- 
portant than one day's missed classes, 
to allow a holiday next Wednesday if 
we beat Tennessee.
